EL CERRITO — Expansion of 
the El Cerrito Police Department 
may be one of the major topics for 
discussion when the city council 
considers the proposed city budget 
June 5. 

While a second budget study ses- 
sion could be scheduled for June 
12, the budget is considered to be 
relatively straightforward, and 
council approval is expected June

The police department, however, 
has included 2-1/2 new positions in 
itsrequested budget. The total wages 
and benefits package for depart- 
ment employees would total 
$3,211,535 under the proposed bud- 
get, as opposed to the $2,956,288 
revised estimate for that category 
this year. 

The entire police department 
budget will total $3,884,720 next 
year if it is approved as proposed, 
compared to $3,652,077 this year.

El Cerrito 
undertakes 


traffic study

EL CERRITO — A new city 
study will address a number of is- 
sues concerning pedestrian, auto and 
bus circulation in the Del Norte 
area. 

There are already problems with 
traffic and pedestrian movement 
surrounding the Del Norte BART 
station, some of which will be exac- 
erbated by freeway changes and the 
proposed multi-plex theatre project. 
According to community develop- 
ment manager Pat O’Keeffe, the 
study will address six specific as- 
pects of traffic circulation. 

The study will be made by a 
consulting firm, CCS Planning, and 
will be funded by the Metropolitan 
Transportation Commission (MTC) 
which will actually contract with 
the company on behalf of the city. 

It was in a series of workshops 
concerning the I-80 corridor spon- 
sored by the MTC that maintenance 
and engineering supervisor Mori 
Struve learned of the commission’s 
Traffic Engineering Technical As- 
sistance Program (TETAP). The 
program is designed to assist small 
agencies like E] Cerrito which do 
not have in-house traffic engineer- 
ing staff. Because of Struve’s ef- 
forts, El] Cerrito will receive a 
$10,000 allocation for the consult- 
ing projects. 

The MTC contracts with traffic 
engineers to study issues of regional 
significance. Monies are specifi- 
cally available from the state to 
study the impacts of I-80 expan- 
sion; like other cities, El Cerrito 
will be able to explore attendant 
issues in the same study. 

At the end of last year, the city 
council expressed its concerns about 
circulation around the BART sta- 
tion as a result of the parking struc- 
ture and other changes in the area. 
Staff met with Caltrans in January 
in order to discuss those issues, 
some of which are considered to be 
resolved. 

Other issues remain and will be 
explored in the study. The six is- 
sues identified are: 

¢ Queuing on northbound San 
Pablo Avenue. 

When the new Target store was 
constructed, signalization was 
changed on San Pablo Avenue, 
shortening the green lights. Accord- 
ing to O’Keeffe, that change has 
resulted in a backing-up of cars

Taking a ride with a competitive edge 


Here’s remembering back to 
about 1938, when flying 
machines started to carry things 
more valuable than the U.S. Mail 
— like people, for instance. 
Losing a cargo of important 
documents might cause some 
gnashing of teeth and beating of 
breasts, but scattering people 
around the cornfields of Iowa 
brought on lawsuits. The people 
weren’t replaceable. 

Objections to flying came from 
all sides, including some very 
smart people who realized that it 
was the future looking them in the 
eye — it was inevitable, but they 
had their reservations. 

My father wouldn’t go near a 
plane — in fact, never did fly — 
and one of the stories he used to 
tell was about the fellow who 
tried to get his point over by 
saying, “Well, when you fall out 
of an auto, you’re on land; when 
you fall out of a boat, you’re in 
the water; when you fall out of an 
airplane, where are you?” 

He usually backed that up with 
the statement that “when there’s 
5,000 feet of nothing but pure air 
between you and solid ground, 
you’re not safe.” Nobody ever 
called him on it. He died in 1935. 

But, to get back to 1938 ... the 
airlines used every kind of 
inducement. they could dream up 
to get people over their fear of 
flying, or their fear of letting any 
member of their family fly. 

It was about 1938 that one of 
the leaders in the business started 


offering free trips to wives who 
would accompany their husbands 
on business trips. A goodly 
number took them up on the offer 
and the airline kept track of who 
they were, then after the trip was 
done wrote the wife a letter, 
saying in effect, hope they 
enjoyed it, etc., etc., and come 
again. 

Many of the wives opened the 
letters and said, “What trip?” All 
hell broke loose. 

Soon after that, along came 
World War II, and competition 
between trains and airplanes 
became purely academic — 
everybody rode in or on anything 
available to get wherever he 
could. Let’s get this war over and 
go back to fighting when the 
fighting is over. Or something. 

Meanwhile, the airlines learned 
a lot about flying, and the 
railroads wound up the war with 
some plenty battle-scarred 
equipment and rights-of-way. 
Both lit out to build back 
customers, but it took time. 

The trains could take you from 
downtown one place to downtown 
somewhere else in (say) eight 
hours. The flying machine could 
get you from one airport to 
another airport in two-and-a-half 
hours, but it took two hours at 
each end to get you into 
downtowns — providing there 
were airports near both 
downtowns. 

So competition heated up 
again, and it was about 1946 that 


Southern Pacific adopted an 
advertising campaign with the 
backbone expression, “Next Time 
Try the Train.” And a lot of 
people did. But not enough. You 
must be aware that more and 
more railroads have cut out 
passenger service, except for 
commuters, and gone back to 
hauling freight for a living. 

But in the middle of all this, let 
me tell you one incident I often 
go back and remember when: 
About 1947 I was sent by the 
company I worked for to Seattle 
on a business trip. I went by train, 
and it was a really rough ride. The 
equipment was old, worm, and had 
seen much better days. The 
roadbed was rough and 
transmitted all its roughness 
through to the passengers. The 
ride back was just as bad. 

So when I got back I wrote to 
the editor of the Southern 
Pacific’s employee magazine — 
an Emmet Fitzpatric with whom I 
had become quite friendly. 
Emmet was a fun-loving Irishman 
who enjoyed a good laugh, even 
on himself. 

So I laid it on thick in my 
letter, asking why he hadn’t 
suggested that the company put 
some rails on the ties between 
here and Seattle. 

Well, Bill,” he says, “I hope 
you never find yourself on an 
airplane when you wish you were 
on a train.” 

I never have ... but I’ve thought 
about it a lot. Many times.

You’ve heard of reinventing 
the wheel? Well, me, I keep 
rediscovering California. 

This time it was north. Just a 
few days’ trip with the Retired 
Teachers of West Contra Costa 
County. But it restores your 
faith in whatever — nature as it 
cannot be seen anywhere else. 

For instance, it was on the 
ride on the Skunk Train that I 
renewed my love of redwood 
forests. Not an awful lot of 
redwood trees — most of them, 
_ Sadly, have been cut down. But 
we did see their desperate 
attempt to stay alive in spite of 
great adversity. Not only 
redwoods — there were many 
stumps of trees sprouting new 
branches and leaves. (I think 
they call them ghost trees.) 

We didn’t see many wild 
creatures, just a couple of wild 
turkeys and three beautiful little 
deer that posed gracefully on a 
hillside. But it was a beautiful 
tide, through lovely country, 
and at the end we felt strangely 
renewed. 

We expected to see lots of 
wild flowers, after such a wet 
winter. Surprisingly, we saw 
few: A few spots bright with

Alta Bates masters new fertilization 


BERKELEY - The Alta Bates In 
Vitro Fertilization Program is proud 
to announce the arrival of the 
program’s first baby produced 
through a new technique called 
Intra-Cytoplasmic Sperm Injection, 
or ICSI. 

Jordan Michelle was born April 
18, at San Ramon Regional Medi- 
cal Center. Jordan Michelle is not 
only the first ICSI baby for Alta 
Bates, but the first produced by a 
Bay Area In Vitro Fertilization pro- 
gram for a Bay Area resident. 

The parents, Jill and Ken 
Lubarsky of San Ramon, had been 
attempting pregnancy for over three 
years when they finally contacted 
Richard Chetkowski, M.D., Medi- 
cal Director of the Alta Bates IVF 
program. 

“Unquestionably, ICSI repre- 
sents one of the greatest advances 
in assisted reproductive technolo- 
gies in the past several years,” said 
Chetkowski. 

“The development of ICSI per-

Since then, in 
vitro fertilization has moved from 
the realm of scientific research into 
the domain of successful and widely 
accepted medical procedures. 

While IVF programs have pro- 
liferated, only a few have achieved 
consistently good results and have 
been successful at adding new tech- 
niques such as ICSI. The Alta Bates 
IVF program has a long track record 
of success. 

In “traditional” IVF, several 
thousand sperm are placed witheggs 
(oocytes) in small volumes of cul- 
ture media in dishes. 

The oocytes and sperm are incu- 
bated with the goal of one sperm 
penetrating the egg and achieving 
fertilization.

and Belgium, where the ICSI pro- 
cedure was perfected. 

“ICSI was especially developed 
for the severe male factor patients, 
but is also used for patients with 
prior failed fertilization, as was the 
case with Lubarsky.” Failure of fer- 
tilization can result from sperm or 
egg defects, or a problem in sperm- 
egg interaction. 

Due to the nature of the ICSI 
procedure, only the most mature 
eggs can be used, and some eggs do 
not survive the invasive nature of 
the ICSI procedure. In Lubarsky’s 
case, three embryos that resulted 
from ICSI were transferred to her 
uterus and one implanted to estab- 
lish the pregnancy.

If you’ve ever found yourself 
thinking “What I need is a good 
night’s sleep,” then you have plenty 
of company. By some estimates, 257% 
to 30% of adults have insomnia, 
trouble falling asleep or staying asleep. 
But while we think of not being able 
to sleep when we think of insomnia, 
the paradox of insomnia is the fact 
victims have a terrible time staying 
awake during what should be their 
waking hours. They fall asleep at 
meetings, at their desks, in the middle 
of conversations, and worst of all, 
they may even fall asleep at the wheel. 

But if daytime sleepiness is the 
primary characteristic of insomnia, 
why can’t these sleepy people sleep at 
night? There are many reasons and 
types of sleep disorders. Some transient 
insomnia — a night or two, or some- 
times even a few weeks — can be a 
normal reaction to stress or excitement. 
While annoying, this type of insomnia 
is relatively harmless, but can lead to 
chronic problems. More troubling are 
chronic sleep disorders, some of which 
can cause serious health problems 
and even death. 

Apnea refers to a condition in 
which breathing stops completely for 
up to two minutes during sleep. This 
can happen often throughout the 
night, but the sufferer typically isn’t 
aware of the breathing problems. 
Nevertheless, he or she — more often 
he — won't get sufficient oxygen or rest, 
resulting in excessive drowsiness during 
the day. In the worst cases, sleep apnea 
can increase strain on the heart and 
cause high blood pressure, resulting in 
an increased risk of heart failure. 

Sleep apnea occurs when the 
tongue falls back into the throat, or 
the muscles around the throat relax 
excessively, cutting off the flow of 


air, Thus, obesity can contribute to 
sleep apnea, since the added weight 
in the face and throat can narrow the

airway. People who snore in particular 
as well as those born with a receding 
chin, short neck, or large tongue are at 
risk. 

Fortunately, treatment for sleep 
apnea is usually simple and very 
effective. In some cases, simply losing 
weight is all that is needed. In other 
cases, surgery to change the shape of 
the jaw and increase the airway size 
may be indicated. The most common 
form of treatment for obstructive sleep 
apnea is Nasal Continuous Positive 
Airway Pressure (or CPAP). This is a 
small compressor connected to the 
patient by a hose and mask that is 
worn over the nose. Air from the unit 
is forced into the nasal passages and 
airway, under pressure, which keeps 
the airway open. 

There are many things you can do 
to reduce your risk of sleep apnea or 
other sleep disorders. Go to bed and 
rise at regular hours. Don’t over- 
indulge in coffee. Don’t smoke. If 
you're overweight, diet and exercise 
to lose weight. And sleep on your side 
(if you have a hard time doing this, 
sew tennis balls to the back of your 
pajamas). If you’re having trouble 
sleeping at night, or staying awake 
during the day, talk to your physician 

about it. Most sleep disorders can be 
effectively treated.

Since so much misinformation about trees has been 
bandied about recently, it occurred to us that our 45- 
year experience might be of some value to those of you 
who would like to do something about preserving view 
and trees at the same time. Let’s start with eucalyptus 
and Monterey pine — the two which seem to cause the 


most concern. 


We started replacing our gradually with Nordman 
fir, giant sequoia, redwood, cedar, cypress, walnut, and 
buckeye. Topping them for the neighbors to have 
unobstructed views has worked out nicely for us as 
well, as they have all filled out better nearer the 
bottoms and have provided us with better shade in the 
hot weather both for sun room and deck.

Continued from front page 
choose not to do so. 

First, the U.S. Department of Jus- 
tice grant does not cover the total cost 
of hiring a police officer even for the 
three years it would be in effect. The 
city would receive $25,000 per year 
for each position, Bartke said, esti- 
mating the total cost for a new of- 
ficer, including wages and benefits, 
at $60,000. After three years, the grant 
would run out, and the city would 
take over full responsibility for the 
officer’s compensation. 

In comments recently, some coun- 
cil members have expressed _hesita- 
tion in making a commitment. 

Pinole is one local jurisdiction that 
has taken advantage of the grant. 
Bartke said she talked with a Pinole 
council member and believes the de- 
cision made sense in that case. 

Pinole has extensive development 
plans for the Pinole Vista Shopping 
Center. While the city needs help to 
finance the hiring of an extra officer, 
it expects revenues from the new cen- 
ter to kick in at the three-year mark, 
providing the money needed. 


Though El Cerrito has a number 
of redevelopment prospects, said 
Bartke, it has no specific revenue 
source to look to at that three-year 
mark. (Bartke has not yet made a 
decision about the hiring issue.) 

Asecond complicating factor, she 
said, is that federal monies have some 
use restrictions. “Community out- 
reach” is the goal of at least one of the 
grants; Bartke said that would mean 
some connection between the new 
officer and the city’s schools. 

Though the designations in the 
proposed budget don’t fit thatscheme, 
requirements could be met by reas- 
signing of duties. The budget does 
include a goal to increase emphasis 
on “juvenile services” to schools and 
the community, providing education 
and crime prevention activities. 

On the other hand, said Bartke, the 
council may have its own input into 
what duties any new officer positions 
might cover. Traffic control, for ex- 
ample, has been an ongoing issue of 
residents’ concern, some have re- 
quested increased patrols. That idea

council members. 

The proposed budget does include 
“an increased emphasis on traffic 
operations and enforcement” among 
its features for the coming year. The 
“total civilianization of business of- 
fice functions,” to be accomplished 
by the hiring of a civilian office su- 
pervisor, would allow the current 
sworn officer supervisor to transfer 
to patrol services. 

The department also plans to con- 
tinue to look at other tasks now com- 
pleted by uniformed officers to deter- 
mine if they can be performed by 
police reserve officers or civilians, 
enabling more uniformed personnel 
to return to street duty. 

Other program features are: 

* Continuing efforts in the area of 
youth violence, utilizing a “proactive 
approach with surrounding police 
jurisdictions, juvenile probation and 
school officials;” 

* Increased educational and crime 
prevention programs; 

* Continued study of potentially 
shared services and tasks with other 
law enforcement agencies.

Film shows humanity's happier face

A movie that can be described as heartwarming 


and has a PG rating is 
bound to send up a red 
flag for the cautious cus- 
tomer. In the case of The 
Englishman Who Went up 
a Hill but Came Down a 
Mountain (hereafter: “The 
Englishman...”), not to 
worry. 

The sentiment in this 
picture is genuine and 
never descends to treacle. 
The humor is broad and 
includes just enough 
gentle self-mockery to 


insure intelligent, grown-up enjoyment. 
It is 1917 and the world is at war. But in a small 
Welsh village the turmoil has nothing to do with far-

sentiment is

off events. Two English cartographers have arrived 
to determine whether the pride of the local land- 
scape qualifies to be called a mountain: it must be at 
least 1,000 feet high to appear on maps of the region. 

When a deficit of about 14 feet is declared the 
whole community rushes to repair its honor. Earth is 
removed by hand, bucket and cart to the top of the 
hill so that it can be transformed by this labor of love 
into a mountain worthy of His Majesty’s royal map- 
making endeavor. 

Christopher Monger has written the screenplay 
and directed “The Englishman...” as only a native 
Welshman could do. Like Scotland and Ireland, the 
tiny Welsh nation with its own language and heri- 
tage has never taken kindly to the imperial might 
that forced it to submit to English rule. 

So Wales has had to affirm itself by a quick witted 
response to every attempt to make it knuckle under. 
As Monger says in the production notes of the heir

to the English throne, “It is a 
source of some hilarity to the 
Welsh that a man with rather large 
ears, a German grandmother and 
Greek grandfather should be 
called “The Prince of Wales.” 


This gives some idea of the 
whole tone of “The Englishman.” 
The royal decree about moun- 
tains in Wales is not so much 
overthrown (who needs terrorist 
bombs?) as wittily subverted. And 
into the bargain an entire com- 
munity retrieves its identity and 
maintains its natural dignity. 


The deed is done, however, 
with minimum solemnity. Aside 
from the religious fulminations 
of the Rev. Jones (Kenneth 
Griffith), the chief architects of 
the earth moving caravan are the 
local pub proprietor, Morgan 
(Colm Meaney), and Johnny 
Shellshocked (Ian Hart), so 
named because he returned thus 
from the western front. 


Along with a couple of ladies 
of easy virtue, as they were then 
called, Morgan and Johnny be- 
tween them motivate the entire 
village to exert themselves might- 
ily for municipal pride and na- 
tional honor. 


The result of all this is a vision 
of clear-eyed and honest interac- 
tion among a group of people 
whose humanity is never in doubt 
even if their activity comes from 
a highly-colored imagination. 
And a happy color it is.

proceedings with delightful vigor 
and flair. Hugh Grant as The En- 
glishman, Anson, is not doing a 
star turn here, but blends himself 
beautifully into the kind of pre- 
miere ensemble one would expect 
from a tightly-knit theater troupe. 


If anyone stands out it is the 
effervescent Colm Meaney. His 
earthy Morgan blusters and 
wheedles (and profits) in the task 
of moving a mountain. A brilliant 
addition to a long list of memo- 
rable characters from this Irish 
master (The Commitments. The 
Snapper). 


Ian Hart’s Johnny is a quiet 
presence that somehow suffuses 
the atmosphere of fun and games 
with a lovely glow. He is the 
wounded healer who spreads a 
balm over the manic proceedings 
and lends them the luster of his 
gentle but enthusiastic spirit. 


Tara Fitzgerald has the requi- 
site charm and vitality to convert 
the prim English mapmaker into a 
proper Welshman, and Ian 
McNeice as the senior member of 
the surveying team is the very 
image of John Bull condescend- 
ing to the natives: no conversion 
in this case. 


Considering the horrors of “eth- 
nic cleansing” today, it is a joy to 
be transported to a time and place 
where peoples’ differences could 
be resolved by ruse and wit. 


Perhaps it was never quite so 
benign as this movie claims, but 
the claim at least keeps alive the 
possibility and the hope.

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My So-Called Column: Did I say Bill Mann 
and I have nothing in common? 

I was wrong. After reading his column last 
week, I realized that we see eye-to-eye on one 
thing: We’re both Lifers. 

For the initiated, that means we’re fans of the 
late, lamented ABC series “My So-Called Life.” 

If you didn’t catch it the first time, you can 
watch reruns every evening at 7 on MTV. But we 
Lifers are still devastated at the news that there 
will be no more new episodes. 

Now we’ll never know if our heroine, Angela 
Chase, decides to dump her feckless boyfriend, 
Jordan Catalano, for the nerdy-but-sincere Brian 
Krakow. 

Or if her wild-and-crazy friend, Rayanne Graf, 
kicks her drinking problem. 

Or if sensitive-but-confused Ricky Vasquez 
finally comes to terms with his homosexuality. 

Do I sound like I’m getting obsessive? I’m not 
alone. There’s a national organization of Lifers 
called Operation Life Support, which has been 
lobbying for months to keep the show on the air. 
And it’s headquartered right here in the Bay Area. 

It has a So-Called Executive Director, Steve 
Joyner of San Francisco, who is to answerable to 
(what else?) the So-Called Board of Directors. 

They run newspaper ads supporting the show 
and publish a newsletter called “Sustaining Life.” 

And right now, they’re totally depressed. 

“It’s gotten to the point where Angela’s life is 
more real to me than my own,” says Joyner. “I feel 
terribly let down.” 

And it may be that the villain of the piece is 
none other than the beloved star of the series, 
Claire Danes. Or more accurately, her manager, 
Michael Lazo, whom Joyner calls “your typical 
Hollywood shark.” 

“For some months now, Lazo has worked long 
and hard to convince ABC that Claire has no 
interest in returning, and thus gave ABC a trump 
card to cancel the series,” Joyner e-mailed his 
fellow Lifers around the country. “Whether the 
show would have been canceled anyway, one can 
only speculate. Ultimately, however, the fact 
remains that Claire Danes’ agent (and Claire 
herself) brought death to life.” 

“Gee, I’m sorry I used that last sentence,” 
Joyner told me Monday. “It’s really not her fault. 
After all, she’s only 16. I just think she’s 
surrounded by people who are making some bad 
career decisions for her.” 

But cancellation or no cancellation, Operation 
Life Support will carry on. They’re selling T- 
shirts, videos, and a book about the whole 
experience titled “Fighting For Life.” (If you want

San Francisco 94164-1200.) 

In the meantime, Joyner has become friends 
with the members of the cast. And he says most of 
them are nothing like the characters they play. 

For instance, A.J. Langer, who plays the wild- 
and-crazy Rayanne, is actually a fresh-scrubbed 
girl-next-door type who was student body 
president in high school. Her only vice: collecting 
Betty Boop cartoons. 

Wilson Cruz, who plays the sensitive-but- 
confused Ricky, is actually “brimming with self- 
confidence, almost arrogant.” 

Jared Leto, who plays the hunk Jordan Catalano, 
is actually “a shy, sensitive guy who hates his teen 
heartthrob image.” 

And Devon Gummersall, who plays the neurotic 
nerd Brian, is actually an outgoing charmer who 
can’t go anywhere in public without being mobbed 
by fans. 

“The only time he wasn’t mobbed was when he 
went to the Viper Room, the club where River 
Phoenix died,” says Joyner. “The crowd started to 
surround him, but then Kato Kaelin walked in the 
door, so they rushed over and mobbed Kato 
instead.” 

Bewitched, Bothered And Bummed Out: 
Meanwhile, the baby boomers among us are 
mourning the death of another TV institution: 
Elizabeth Montgomery. 

“She was a great role model for older women,” 
a female friend of mine said on hearing the news 
last week. “She never got a face lift, she never got 
her breasts lifted, and she still looked sexy as 
hell.”

though the board’s actions are subject to appeal to the 
El Cerrito City Council. 

While the project is subject to review under the 
California Environmental Quality Act, it may be thata 
full Environmental Impact Report may not be re- 
quired. 

As city planner, Phillips said he will require Milton 
Bilak, owner of the land leased by Lucky, to endorse 
the application. He also expects Lucky to obtain the 
consent of Long’s Drug Stores and Carter Hawley 
Hale, which owns the Emporium, since they both have 
easement interests in the site. 

The City of El Cerrito, according to Phillips, is 
generally supportive of the Lucky expansion. There 
are, however, several issues that are expected to sur- 
face during the process, including: 

* The effects of reorganizing the parking design to 
meet Lucky’s needs, especially as they relate to other 
Plaza businesses; 

¢ The effect of changes in the circulation patterns in 
the Plaza and the surrounding neighborhoods in El 
Cerrito and Albany, including associated issues, such 
as noise engendered by any new delivery truck routes; 

¢ Pedestrian access, including handicapped access; 

* Compatibility between Lucky’s plans and the city’s 
plans for restoration of Cerrito Creek and a “multi-use 
trail” along the southern edge of the Plaza property; 

¢ Aesthetic considerations, including the way the 
rear of the building looks for those walking along the 
Ohlone Greenway/BART path. 

Phillips said later that the affects of placing the 
building against the Ohlone Greenway are even more

waiting for the green light headed north on San Pablo. 
The possibility of widening San Pablo in front of 
Target will be explored. 

San Pablo Avenue is a state highway, under the 
jurisdiction of Caltrans, not the city of El Cerrito. 

* The traffic impacts of closing Eastshore Boule- 
vard. The proposed retail center that will surround 
FoodsCo (and shut down that area of Eastshore Boule- 
vard) has already undergone an environmental analy- 
sis. 

According to O’Keeffe, however, that analysis did 
not specifically address the impact that might occur 
from the new HOV lanes being constructed on I-80.

Continued from front page 
more intolerable than the racial jargon. 

But AHS Student Representative Moira Hess told 
School Board members in her report Tuesday night 
that tension remains high on campus. 

“It’s definitely something that is ongoing. There are 
alot of feelings. Some students felt this was an isolated 
incident, other people felt this was a sign of things that 
will happen in the future,” Hess said. 

“We’re trying to discuss where we go from here,” 
she added, noting that the ACLU had scheduled an 
open forum on the issue for yesterday’s lunch period. 

AHS Principal Virginia Behm was not available for 
comment, however, Rogers said the school is working 
on defusing tensions. 

“We met with students on Friday. I gathered that the 
issue remains in terms of respect and how we respect 
one another. They like being here, they feel safe and 
they don’t want the school to go crazy, so to speak,” he 
said, adding that the incident seems to have been 
defused. 

Notso says Maria X, who like other parents and kids 
are still frightened by racial tension. Maria X asked to 
remain anonymous in part because the situation, she 
says, is far from resolved. 

Maria X holds the school responsible. She says the 
district’s focus on multiculturalism was the direct 
cause of the Cinco de Mayo incident.

bolts over the waterfront is the proposed cardroom. 
Cappio, City Attorney Robert Zweben and former City 
Administrator John Nachbar put together the develop- 
ment agreement with Ladbroke Racing Inc. for a 
cardroom of up to 150 tables, potentially one of the 
largest in California, at Golden Gate Fields. The 
cardroom is on hold because of a lawsuit filed by a 
group of residents, charging Albany with violating 
environmental laws. Cappio said she thinks the devel- 
opment agreementis legally sound—the group worked 
with two lawyers in creating the proposal. 

Many residents have expressed concern over crime 
the cardroom would generate, but Cappio said that it is 
in Ladbroke’s best interest to ensure safety in the area. 

“Ladbroke knows people won’t gamble if they 
don’t feel safe coming and going (from the cardroom),” 
she'said. 

“Thope it works out,” she said of both the cardroom 
proposal and the Bay Trail that Ladbroke is committed 
to funding if it builds the cardroom. 

She’d like to see the money the cardroom brings 
used to accomplish something meaningful, she said. 

“The trick is to spend the money in a way that gives 
long-term returns,” she said, citing the new Library/ 
Community Center as an example. 

Cappio staffed the Citizen’s Design Advisory Com- 
mittee for the new Library/Community Center, which 
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far-reaching than he had mentioned in his letter. 

The issue, he said, addresses both appearance and 
the sense of security. 

“The loss of openness leads to both those (im- 
pacts),” he said. “You probably have a wall that’s 300 
or more feet long, as opposed to the parking lot, which 
may not be that attractive but does provide both open- 
ness and the sense of a lot of activity going on.

The El Cerrito Redevelopment Agency will require 
Bilak to enter into an Owner Participation Agreement 
with the Agency which covers both the Lucky project 
and a comprehensive plan for improvement of the rest 
of Bilak’s portion of the Plaza. Design Review Board 
approval for the Lucky project will not be given before 
an OPA is executed, Phillips said, though both pro- 
cesses may be concurrent. 

The city council has had numerous discussions and 
study sessions regarding development of the plaza 
area. Council members seem increasingly inclined to 
treat the entire Plaza and its environs as a whole in 
planning for its future. They may no longer be inclined 
to approve individual changes or developments even if 
they are considered to be attractive improvements, 
aside from a “big picture” plan for the area.

Lack of water turns gardenia buds black 


Q: Our gardenia is potted ina 
2x 1.5-foot deep clay container 
with a plastic saucer under it. We 
fertilize it often during the year. 
The tips of the leaves turned 
brown. Many of the buds turn 
black. What is the cause of this? 


A: Gardenias should be wa- 
tered every day from April through 
October; when they go dry be- 
tween waterings it causes the leaf 
tips to turn brown. 

It is not necessary to have a 
saucer under the container because 
itinterferes with the natural drain- 
age of the plant. The water that 
collects in the saucer is drawn 
back into the plant, keeping the 
lower root ball wet all the time, 
and this excess moisture is what 
causes root rot. The root ball must 
get completely wet and have all 
the excess moisture drained away. 

If the gardenia has been in this 
size container for more than two 


years, it is time to transplant it to 
a larger pot. The transplanting can 
be done now. 

Cool nighttime temperatures 
cause gardenia buds to turn black; 
it’s a common occurrence. Our 
nighttime temperatures do not 
warm sufficiently until summer 
or early fall. 


Q: Ihave a clivia plant that has 
done very well ina pot. The bright 
orange flower is so attractive that 
I would like to have several more 
along the fence in a shady area. 
Can they be started from seed? If 
so, Should I start them in a pot or 
directly in the ground and how 
deep should the seed be planted? 


A: Clivia can be started from 
seed and in flats. Here is how it’s 
done: Fill an empty flat with moist 
potting soil, sow the seeds across 
the top, cover the seeds with a 
half-inch layer of potting soil,

cover the flat with a plastic bag 
and seal the ends. Place the flat in 
an area that gets morning sun. 

It is not necessary to water be- 
cause with the plastic cover it gives 
a greenhouse effect which keeps 
the seeds moist. After the seeds 
have germinated, remove the plas- 
tic bag. 

When the seedlings grow to 
one inch, transplant the most vig- 
orous ones into four-inch pots. 
After they have been in pots for 
six to eight weeks, transplant them 
into the ground. 


Q: I have a problem with the 
leaves on my roses. Black spots 
appear on the leaves and under 
others are rust spots. Is it the lack 
of fertilizer? 


A: Fertilizer has nothing to do 
with the problem you described. 
“black spot” and “rust” are two of 
the three fungus problems that at- 
tack roses; the other is “mildew.” 

These problems are caused by 
poor air circulation, shady loca- 
tions, overhead watering in the 
afternoon, or warm, moist days. 
All the rain we have had this spring 
has set up perfect conditions for 
these problems. 

All three of the fungi can be 
controlled with Funginex. 
Funginex will not eradicate the 
problem, only contro] it, so repeat 
applications during the growing 
season are necessary.

Dutch elm disease, which revaged urban 
invironments in the ’60s, is a classic example where 
a whole monocultural species was eliminated from 
half a continent. Insects that preyed on that particu- 
lar host spread like wildfire through the elms planted 
in close rows. Because there wasn’t a complex 
ecological bank of natural predators of the insects 
available, as in a forest, the insects reproduced 
exponentially. 

The best solution to the crisis of rapidly disap- 
pearing building material is to rethink the way we 
build houses —and find alternatives, suggest Kibbey 
and a growing group of architects and builders. The 
materials being tried may sound exotic now but each 
— straw, rammed earth and other non-toxic 
“sustainables” — are not only cost-effective but 
rooted and tested in traditional technologies hun- 
dreds of years old. According to Kibbey, prototype 
houses incorporating these technologies are already 
being built and lived in in the Bay Area.

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ishing touches on a prototype straw bale cottage in 
the Mendocino town of Philo. One reason he’s 
attracted to straw for use as a building material is 
“because we are, as a culture, changing the way we 
value wood, going from the perception of it as an 
everyday material to one that is semi-precious.” 

Beyond being environmentally correct, straw bale 
construction appeals to Theis’s architectural sensi- 
bilities. “There are the sculptural possibilities of 
stone or adobe in a plastered straw bale wall,” Theis 
says, “without the expense or weight problems.” 

From an environmentalist point of view, the beauty 
of straw is multifold. Straw is a waste material to 
farmers. Rice straw, the bypproduct left after har- 
vest on hundreds of central valley farms, is so inert 
it persists without rotting even when plowed under 
the soil. Up until now, the farmers have burned the 
straw in the fall, causing air pollution. Government 
regulators stepped in and now the farmers are look- 
ing for viable waste disposal alternatives. 

Theis asked central valley farmer Rick Green 
whether he’d bear parting with a couple of hundred 
rice straw bales last fall. Green was so eager to get 
rid of the stuff, Theis recalls, that he crafted spe- 
cially tightened bales ideal for building. He in- 
cluded half-bales good for filling the odd spaces 
around windows and doorframes in the shipment. So 
Theis managed to cover several environmentalist 
bases at once, avoiding using semi-precious wood, 
except for strategic specialized applications, and 
turning an environmental problem into a “sustain- 
able material.” 

Straw bale construction opens up opportunities 
for homebuilding “do-it-yourselfers.” According to 
Theis, the necessary construction techniques can be 
learned in a weekend. For the five-room duplex in 
Philo, for example, Theis uses two-foot thick straw 
bales stacked in staggered courses, to add strength. 
The bales are impaled on rebar pins sunk in a 
concrete foundation and bolted to a top plywood 
plate. 

(In future straw bale buildings, Theis plans on 
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using bamboo instead of rebar, because, he says, 
“it’s cheaper, has comparable tensile strength and I 
like the idea of grass binding grass.”) The standing 
walls are then plastered with weatherized stucco, to 
increase insulation values and give a sculptured, 
“relaxed,” look. 

In practical terms, a straw bale house provides 
excellent insulation. Inch for inch, straw bales insu- 
late as well as fiberglass. The two-foot thick walls of 
the Philo cottage were pegged at R54 — off the 
charts of engineering insulation-values ratings. Straw 
bale walls stand up well to wind-load tests too, Theis 
says, a good indication of their ability to ride out a 
quake. 

“In addition,” Theis says, “we have anecdotal 
evidence where a straw bale house still stood after a 
1945 6.2 quake in a small town in Wyoming, while 
the brick-and-mortar town hall next door was totally 
destroyed.” 

Other alternatives to the tradition of building 
houses completely of new wood include rammed 
earth (essentially, man made stone made by pressng 
earth into forms), the use of salvaged and recycled 
materials and changes in original architectural prac- 
tice. Kibbey stresses that all of these alternative are 
cost-competitive with conventional wood technol- 
ogy and can be used to build well-insulated, sturdy 
and appealing homes. 

Kibbey’s Natural Resource Network is a clear- 
inghouse for information on green architecture al- 
ternatives becoming available in the Bay Area. Also, 
Merritt College’s recently opened Environmental 
Center, sponsored in part by Architects, Designers 
and Planners For Social Responsibility (ADPSR) 
provides information resources. Bob Theis’s Straw 
Bale Network will be holding a weekend workshop 
on both basic and advanced aspects of that technol- 
ogy in San Rafael in June.

inning when she made a bulls-eye 
putout from third base.

I expected the Contour to be a 
good automobile; after all, it had 
been designed by some of Ford’s 
finest engineering teams and its 
European roots should have pro- 
duced a good platform for it to 
ride on. Well, I got more than I 
expected. The SE’s performance 
characteristics are obviously Eu- 
ropean withits crisp steering feel, 
sporty handling and firm ride, all 
features I like and enjoy in any 
automobile. 

I particularly like the combi- 
nation of the new 24-valve 165 
horsepower Duratec V6 engine 
and the US-designed and built four- 
speed automatic transmission. 
According to Ford, this is the most 
compact and lightest V6 in the 
world, sharing many basic design 
features with Ford’s Modular V8 
engine line. It uses anew Cosworth 
casting process originally devel- 
oped for the manufacture of Indy 
racing engines. The engine offers 
major advances in service with its 
first tune-up due at 100,000 miles. 

The four-speed optional CD4E 
automatic transmission is a state- 
of-the-art design also made in 
lightweight aluminum casting 
with major advances not only in 
on-road performance but in ex- 
tended service life. This trans- 
mission so impressed the Europe- 
ans that Ford is now exporting it to 
Europe for use in the Mondeo. 

This combination of light- 
weight V6 and automatic trans- 
mission ( a five-speed manual is 
standard) produces a pleasant 
powertrain which delivers brisk 
acceleration with ultra-smooth, 
electronically controlled, up-shift- 
ing and prompt down-shifting for 
passing. 

Entering a freeway is done with 
no hesitation, the V6 has plenty of 
“urge to merge” giving the driver 
a wide safety margin for joining 
any freeway traffic flow. Travel- 
ling across the two-lane roads of 
Napa County the Contour was quite 
at home. The blend of a slightly 
softened European suspension 
tuning and the power of the snappy 
V6 gives the sedan a BMW feel. 
Up hill or down dale did not seem 
to differ much to the V6 with its 
smooth power delivery. It felt 
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ford’s new compact world car 


safe and confident passing trucks 
on the two-lane and the pleasant 
rap from the sporty exhaust adds 
to its crisp feel. 

Part of this confidence can be 
attributed to the optional elec- 
tronic “All-Speeds” Traction Con- 
trol systems which control 
wheelspin at both high and low 
speeds using a combination of 
brake and throttle control. The 
EPA fuel economy rating for the 
Contour is 24 City/30 Highway. I 
did not achieve the higher figure 
but I did get 26 on the highway 
during my travels. 

All this is mixed with pleasant, 
well researched, interior appoint- 
ments which have been designed 
for maximum driver use. The dash 
and climate control system which 
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function off three rotary dials are 
clearly marked and easy to use. 

The seating in the SE offers a 
well formed ergonomic pair of 
sports-style bucket seats up front 
that offer plenty of adjustment. 
Our test SE came with a $645 
leather seat facing option which 
added to the luxury and a clean 
and crisp music performance with 
plenty of bass to satisfy most mu- 
sic fans. 

Honda, Mazda, Nissan and 
Toyota now have some American 
competition in the compact car 
market. The Contour is light years 
ahead of the old Tempo. Ford has 
done a great job with the Contour; 
it’s well designed with great im- 
provement in build and overall 
quality. 
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UC Berkeley teachers win awards 


BERKELEY — A professor 
who treats his students “as young 
colleagues,” another who inspires 
humanity in her law students and 
a third who never lets a student 
leave his office unsure of the an- 
swer are among the five recipi- 
ents of UC Berkeley’s Distin- 
guished Teaching Award. 

The award, given annually by 
the Academic Senate Committee 
on Teaching since 1959, recog- 
nizes excellence in teaching at UC 
Berkeley. 

This year’s recipients are Gary 
Firestone of molecular and cellu- 
lar biology, Brian Harvey of com- 
puter science, Rachel Moran of 
law, Andrew Packard of mechani- 
cal engineering and Vincent Resh 
of environmental science, policy 
and management. 

The winners were honored 
April 18 in the Zellerbach Play- 
house on carnpus. 

This year’s winners: 

Gary Firestone, professor of 
cell and developmental biology, 
is a prolific researcher who says 
one of the challenges teaching in 
the biological sciences is that the 
field is constantly evolving 
through new concepts and new 
technologies. 

One of the distinguishing fea- 
tures of Firestone’s approach — 
he teaches cell biology, mecha- 
nisms of hormone signal trans- 
duction and molecular endocri- 
nology — is that he teaches these 
biological concepts through an 
interactive, Socratic format. 

“Most exhilarating for me,” he 
says, “are the times when students 
construct better experiments in 
class than those previously pub- 
lished in the field.” 

Students cite Firestone’s com- 
mand of his material. “He can 
engage a class of 300 students to 
actively participate in the lecture 
material,” says one former stu- 
dent. 

A former National Science 
Foundation Presidential Young 
Investigator, Firestone is a spe- 
cialist in molecular endocrinol- 
ogy and tumor biology and is a 
Research Molecular Endocrinolo- 

gist at the Berkeley Cancer Re- 
search Laboratory. 

Computer sciences lecturer 
Brian Harvey “seems to have a 
knack for zeroing in on students’ 


real problems,” says a former stu- 
dent. 

Harvey is the author of several 
highly regarded books on com- 
puter science, including “Simply 
Scheme: Introducing Computer 
Science,” co-authored with an 
undergraduate. 

The book “is a marvel of mak- 
ing important, and often seem- 
ingly impenetrable, concepts un- 
derstandable to people without 
prior programming experience,” 
says a colleague. 

Harvey’s impact can be seen in 
the number of his students who 
apply to be his lab assistants. 
“Since I loved the course so 
much,” says one student, “I wanted 
a second time through the mate- 
rial, to get a deeper understanding 
of the ideas that appealed to me so 
much. I was surprised at the large 
number of students who were lab 
assistants; 20 or 30 students felt 
the same way I did about the course 
material and the chance to teach.” 

Harvey joined the department 
in 1987. He received his BS in 
mathematics from MIT in 1969 
and his PhD in science and math- 
ematics education from Berkeley 
in 1985. 

Law professor Rachel Moran 
is a specialist in educational law 
and policy, personal injury law, 
and is one of the leading scholars 
in the U.S. on issues of bilingual- 
ism and the law. 

She is also, according to one 
student, “a brilliant teacher: clear, 
incisive, precise, direct, drarnatic, 
eloquent, utterly compelling.” 

Moran invests enormous effort 
into her teaching. “I feel that if I 
do not ‘re-create’ the material each 
year, my lectures will sound like 
Stale recitations of last year’s 
notes,” she says. 

“In the end,” says Moran, 
“learning is not just about objecti- 
fied principles that reside outside 
students and teachers but is part 
of a complex process of integrat- 
ing insights about the outside 
world into students’ identities.” 

Recalls one former student: 
“She made a point of being readily 
available in her office to walk us 
through difficult concepts a sec- 
ond or third time if necessary.” 

Moran joined the Boalt Hall 
faculty in 1982. She received her 
BA in psychology from Stanford 


in 1978 and her JD from Yale Law 
School in 1981. 

Associate Professor Andrew 
Packard received perhaps the 
highest praise a student can give. 
He is, said the student, “unbeliev- 
ably good at making an 8 a.m. 
lecture interesting.” 

And, this for a professor who 
teaches such courses as automatic 
controls, engineering mechanics 
and robust multivariable control 
system design. 

Packard says his success as a 
teacher is dependent upon his be- 
ing well-prepared and enthusias- 
tic for each lecture. “I truly feel 
that the quality of my lecture is 
improved if] do not rely on notes, 
but rather move cohesively from 
concept to theory to example in a 
natural and unbroken manner.” 

Packard joined the Department 
of Mechanical Engineering fac- 
ulty in 1990. He received his BS 
in mechanical engineering from 
the University of Illinois, Urbana, 
in 1982 and his PhD in mechani- 
cal engineering from Berkeley in

Students enthralled by Profes- 
sor Vincent Resh’s general biol- 
ogy course have his son to thank. 

“I started teaching the course 
when my son was in college and I 
found I prepared better lectures if 
I thought about what I would want 
him to know about biology and 
about how I would want it pre- 
sented to him,” says Resh. 

A specialist in aquatic ento- 
mology, much of the teaching he 
does, with both undergraduates 
and graduates, is done at Straw- 
berry Creek. Resh has even pro- 
duced a popular walking tour 
guide for the creek. 

Teaching general biology, he 
says, is a particularly challenging 
experience, especially because 
enrollment often runs to between 
800 and 1,000 students. Yet it is 
anything but an impersonal expe- 
rience for his students. 

Resh, a member of the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Science, 
Policy and Management, joined 
the Berkeley faculty in 1975. He 
received his BA in biology and 
philosophy from Georgetown 
University in 1 957 and his PhD 
from the University of Louisville, 
Kentucky, in water resources in 
1973;
